Owner Should Be Sure Contrac­ 
tor Is Honest. 
Are you aware that when you 
build a house or other structure 
or make any alternations or re­ 
pairs to a building, 
you 
are re- 
fftsponsible to see that bills for the 
construction, alteration or repair 
are paid? Many people are aware 
of this. 
The law gives to contractors, 
s u b - contractors, laborers and 
persons 
furnishing 
material 
a 
lien on the property on which 
the work is done or for which 
the materials are 
furnished 
to 
secure the payment of their ac­ 
counts. 
^ This law' applies 
to 
the 
con­ 
struction of a new building or to 
the alteration or repair of an old 
building, and includes any kind of 
work such as plastering, papering, 
plumbing, 
roofing, 
painting 
and 
heating and covers the labor and 
material involved 
in 
such 
jobs, 
both on the outside and the in­ 
side of the structure. 
In order to obtain his lien the 
person 
furnishing 
the 
labor 
or 
^m aterial must file an affidavit with 
the County 
Recorder 
within 
f>0 
days from the date on which his 
last work is done, or his last ma­ 
terials are furnished, and serve a 
copy of the affidavit on the own­ 
er within 30 days after the affi­ 
davit is filed.

IF AN O W N ER of property hir­ 
es his own labor and buys his own 
material, it is easy for him to see 
^,the bills are paid. However, if he 
employs 
a 
contractor, 
then 
the 
problem is more difficult because 
the contractor will hire the labor 
and buy the material and these 
laborers and material men have 
the right to a lein on the property 
of the owner if they are not paid. 
The simplest way for an owner 
to protect himself is to deal with 
a contractor who is reliable and 
responsible. If 
an 
o w n e r 
has 
^se ve ra l bids on a job, it is often 
better to let the work to a con­ 
tractor with a good credit rating 
than it is to select the contractor 
with the lowest figure. 
Often when a contractor does not 
pay the labor and material bills 
it is because the job 
has 
been 
taken at a price below cost. 
lf an owner is in doubt about 
the ability of his contractor to 
pay his bills, then on a small 
~ job it would be well for him to 
ascertain where 
the 
materials 
are purchased and make inquiry 
to see if these bills have been 
paid before he pays his contract­ 
or in full. 
On the other hand, lf the owner 


is dealing with a financially re­ 
sponsible contractor an affidavit to 
the effect that the labor and ma­ 
terial bills are paid in full is usual­ 
ly sufficient. 
The mechanics lien law sets up 
a procedure which an owner can 
j follow for the purpose of protect­ 
ing 
himself 
against 
mechanic’s 
liens. The owner may d e m a n d 
from his contractor a statement 
showing the persons from whom 
he has bought his material and 
whether or not his labor is paid 
in full together with similar state­ 
ments from all of his sub-con­ 
tractors. 
If the owner pays his money in 
reliance upon these statements, he 
has no further responsibility for 
unpaid bills for labor and material 
, furnished for his job.

about to begin—another occasion when mil­ 
lions of Americans p ause in their daily la­ 
bors to relax and enjoy themselv es for 
three full day s. Unhap p ily , too, it’s anoth­ 
er occasion for some needless slaughter on 
our highway s. 
Last y ear 438 p eop le lost their liv es in 
motor v ehicle accidents ov er the Labor 
Day weekend. We see no reason why the 
toll should be any less this y ear. 
Year after y ear, the holiday death rate 
rem ains more or less constant, regardless 
of warnings like this. Frankly , we some­ 
times wonder whether it's futile to go on 
rep eating these admonitions. Ev ery one, it 
seems, has the idea that a highway crack­ 
up is something that hap p ens to somebody 
else. 
On the chance that at least a few motor­ 
ists m ay heed them, howev er, we bring 
y ou once again some safety suggestions 
for the long weekend ahead. 
(I) Nev er ex ceed p osted sp eed limits; 
(2) check y our steering mechanism and 
braking sy stem before y ou start any week­ 
end trip ; if y our brakes need relining get 
the best m aterial av ailable (nearly 25 p er­ 
cent of the cars insp ected in one safety 
check needed brake work). 
Here are other recommendations: 
(I) 
av oid night driv ing wherev er p ossible; (2) 
stop ev ery two hours for a break, whether 
y ou think y ou need it or not; (3) don’t trail 
the car ahead too closely —leav e at least 
50 or 60 y ards of sp ace; (4) don't trav el on 
tires with worn treads. 


A BRUISING CAMPAIGN 
ALL SIGNS POINT to a rough and bruis­ 
ing national p olitical camp aign ahead. Few' 
attem p ts will be made to maintain a “ high 
lev el” cam p aign as some insisted they 
wanted in 1952. 
Adlai Stev enson, eager to p rov e he is a 
“ fighter,’’ will be in there slugging. His 
running mate, Estes Kefauv er, is an old 
hand at deliv ering p olitical barrages. 
The Democrats in general will be doing 
their best to bait Vice President Richard 
Nix on. Of late, Nix on has maintained 
a 
discreet silence. But it is unlikely that he 
will remain quiet during the camp aign. 
Indeed, many Rep ublicans who consider 
him their best cam p aigner will be urging 
him to fire back at the Democrats. That, 
of course, will really start the free-for-all, 
with the Democrats contending Nix on is 
conducting a “ sm ear cam p aign’’ no m a t­ 
ter what he actually say s. 
The Democrats left no doubt at their con­ 
v ention that they p lanned to hit p lenty hard 
at the Rep ublicans’ No. I man, President 
Eisenhower. How much Mr. Eisenhower 
can endure without counterattacking 
re­ 
m ains to be seen. 
The issue of the President's health Is 
bound to be 
injected 
into the camp aign 
time and again—ev en if only by Democrats 
who p iously insist the m atter should not 
be made a camp aign issue. This will make 
tem p ers flare on both sides. 
Americans, desp ite frequently heard ap ­ 
p eals to eschew low-lev el camp aigns, in­ 
stinctiv ely enjoy a good fight.

Must the world wait until the Egy p tian 
Nasser transform s himself into the image 
of Hitler? He giv es ev ery ev idence of ap ing 
the Austrian model who first p araly zed the 
world by his imp udence and then brought 
it to disaster by his arrogance. The ques­ 
tion that has faced the West at the London 
Conference is how long the p rincip al na ­ 
tions can afford to ap p ease Nasser and 
what his nex t step will be after the nex t 
ap p easement. 
The “Arab News Digest,’’ p ublished in 
New' York, justifies the seizure of the Suez 
Canal Comp any by say ing: “ S i n c e the 
Egy p tian Gov ernment has agreed to reim ­ 
burse all stockholders in the Suez Canal 
Comp any as soon as the canal’s assets are 
turned ov er to Egy p t, the Egy p tians hav e 
v iolated no laws or p rincip les of interna­ 
tional p ractice.’’ 
So far as the commercial nations of the 
w'orld are concerned, the question is not 
w'ho owns the canal but whether the canal 
is op en to all ship p ing without p olitical re­ 
striction by Egy p t. For instance, it can be 
established from the facts that Egy p t has 
already not only p rev ented Israeli ship s 
from using the canal but has blacklisted 
the v essels of other nations dealing with 
Israel, ev en to the ex tent of withholding 
sup p lies of drinking water. 
King Saud said: 
“ Egy p t’s action (on the Suez Canal) was 
dictated by Egy p t's and the A rabs’ inter­ 
ests. I sup p ort ev ery m easure made to con­ 
solidate the Egy p tian e c o n o m y 
and 
strengthen Arab p restige.’’ 
What shall we say when King Saud seizes 
the huge American inv estment in his coun- , 
try , an inv estment made in good faith and 
on generous terms? 
If Nasser can get i 
aw'ay with seizing the p rop erty of the Brit- j 
ish and the French, why should not Ibn 
Saud seize the inv estment of the Am eri­ 
cans when he can find it p rofitable to do so? 
The Egy p tians could hav e controlled the 
Suez Canal Comp any . Instead, they were 
p rofligate in their m anagem ent and sold 
their shares to the British. The buy was 
such a good one that the British Prim e 
Minister, Benjamin Disraeli, did not wait 
for Parliam ent to authorize the p urchase. 
He bought those shares on his own, borrow- 
ing the money from the Rothschilds. E v en­ 
tually , the shares were transferred to the 
British Gov ernment. 
So comp etent has been the m anagem ent 
of the Suez Canal Comp any that shares 
w'hich hav e a p ar v alue of $8 0.50 were sell­ 
ing for as high as $260 w'hen Nasser p ulled 
his coup d ’etat. The v alue of those shares 
today dep ends not up on comp etent m a n­ 
agement but up on p olitical circumstance. 
The fluctuation is p robably v ery great. 
Unilateral seizure of a comp any , without 
negotiation or discussion, without p ay ment 
or a resp onsible p romise to p ay is brigan­ 
dage and should be regarded as intolerable 
no m atter w'ho does it or for w'hat reason. 
According to the original agreem ent, the 
canal should rev ert to Egy p t in 1968 , but 
Nasser could not w ait for an agreem ent to 
run its course. He is a m an in 
a hurry and 
his kind of hurry ing can, in time, bring on 
World War III. 
By the Constantinop le Conv ention of 18 8 8 , 
it was agreed that “ Tile Suez Maritime 
Canal shall alway s be free 
and op en in 
time of w ar as in time of p eace, to ev ery 
v essel of com m erce or w ar, without dis­ 
tinction of flag.

Ott says mothballs never real­ 
ly lull 
moth 
larvae, and that 
napthalene flakes or cedar clos­ 
ets offer protection for 
only 
a 
few months at most 
DDT is ef­ 
fective, he said, but must be re­ 
newed as it is removed during 
washing or dry cleaning. 
“ Moths 
won't 
attack 
m an­ 
made fibers such as nylon or da 
cron,” he added, “ but if they 
get on a blended fabric of wool 
and a synthetic 
fiber, 
they ii 
make a larger hole because they 
have to eat over a larger area 
to get their food. ’ 
The smaller your wardrobe the 
less likely you are to have a 
moth problem. 
“ If a man or woman had only 
one suit and wore it every’ day,” 
said Ott, “ he’d never have to 
worry abou moths.”
